GAVE ADDRESS 


ON THE MENACE 


OF MORMANISM 


• Rev. G. H. L.. Beeman of Green- 


castle, Ind., field secretary for Indi- 
ana and Ohio, of the National Re- 
form association, addressed a large 
audience in the Second Presbyterian 
church last night, upon "The Menace 
of Mormonism." 


Mr.. Beeman among other things 


stated that 'Mormonism has 500,000 
members and adherents, mainly -in 
this country. They have some col- 
onies also in Northern Europe. 


"Mormonism is a despotism and 


has remarkable control of the lives 
of its people. 


"Mormonism is a strong factor in 


politics, and its leaders have bar- 
gained/with the leaders of a great 
national political party. In all .these 
political deals their 
leaders 
have 


reached places of political -promi- 
nence so "that. they are in.;a position 
to dictate the terms and, guarantee 
the delivery, of the goods. 


: "In business .Mormonism controls 
great commercial enterprises, and 
makes no accounting to the govern- 
ment of. the "great property restored 
to the leaders, to be used in various 
good works. . .The poor, for whom it 
was largely intended, are denied a 
participation in this wealth.. 


"Mormonism 
/believes in many 


gods, many Bibles-and many wives. 
They say the'husband must, call his 
wife (or wives") from the grave in 
the resurrection. There is little 
hope for a resurrection for a woman 
who-dies unmarried! 


"The aristocracy of .Mormonism is 


:gullty of polygamy. The brainy and 
influential men are protected In it 
and thereby tied, up to the church. 
The evidence'of polygamous living 
is very' strong .and plain. A cbhsti- 
titutional amendment is' necessary ;to 
.give 'the federal government power 
to proceed i against • this 
growing 
evii;"-

The legislature of Ohio, on May 10, 


19.11, Volume 102, Ohio Laws, .page 
132, 
established a distinct reform in 


the reversal of verdicts and judg- 
ments on account of technical errors 
when substantial justice had 'been 
done the parties.

Wilson and his advisers today await- 
ed the outcome of the mission of three

The com- 
mittee consisted of thre~e. former mem- 
bers of the chamber- of deputies. On 
what basis they hoped to negotiate' 
for the translation,of the power .was 
not indicated. Many^ diplomats in 
Washington^ however, thought Fran- 
cisco Cartoajal,1 who was sworn in as 
successor to Huerta 
might be dis- 


posed to accept-the terms of the .plan 
of Guadalupe, which provided for the 
naming of Carranza, constitutionalist 
chief, as provisional .president, pend- 
ing elections throughout the republic. 


All .doubt in Washington over the 


course Huerta might pursue after his 
resignation, was dispelled today by 
the report that he, with his faithful 
war minister, General Blanquet, had 
.left Mexico City aboard .a train, pre- 
sumably for Puerto Mexico. There, it 


was believed, he would follow in the. 
iteps of Porfirio Diaz and board a 
ship for Europe. 
Huerta's. departure 


took place after he had figured as the 
center of an impromptu-reception in 
a Mexico City cafe. 


While President Wilson and Secre- 


tary Bryan were silent after the an- 
nouncement of Huerta's resignation, 
they were jubilant over prospects for 
early adjustment of the problem.that
